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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
The phrase - from a surface - added after the word "reflection" recited in claims 1 , 24, 
26 and 28 does not render the claim language concise enough in that it is not seen 
where the surface is arranged relative to any element of the combination of elements 
called for in the respective claims so that the operation of the system can be 
understood. In other words, the recitation of the "reflection" is narrative. Similarly, the 
insertion of phrase - with a surface - on line 6, after the word "polarization", of claim 22, 
characterizes only a narrative nature of the recitation. 

Claim Rejections -35USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.
